A DEVASTATING fire that 
ripped through the ground floor 
of the former Harlow YWCA 
building is being treated as 
arson, the Star can reveal. 

Firefighters were called to the 
vacant tower block on Fourth 
Avenue at 5.10pm on Thursday, 
battling the flames for almost two 
hours before the blaze was extin¬ 
guished. 

The seven-storey building - which 
up until three years ago provided tem¬ 
porary accommodation for the town’s 
homeless - remained cordoned off until 
late in the evening as crews ventilated 
the smoke-logged premises. 

A subsequent fire service investiga¬ 
tion found the blaze had been started 


deliberately, and Essex Police are now 
hunting those responsible. 

Incident Commander Divisional 
Officer Mark Samuels told the Star 
the entire building could have been 
destroyed if firefighters hadn’t 
responded so quickly. 

"When crews arrived, there were 
fears that there could have been people 
inside the building," he said. 

"As firefighters were tackling the 
blaze on the ground floor, other mem¬ 
bers of the fire crews wore breathing 
apparatus and made a thorough search 
of the hostel to establish no one was 
trapped inside. 

"Firefighters did an excellent job 
preventing the fire from destroying the 
whole building." 

The building - also known as The 
Angle - hit the headlines earlier this 


month after owners Circle Housing 
Group told the St a I" that a Harlow 
Council-backed plan to reopen the 
tower block as a temporary homeless 
shelter could not go ahead because of 
the prohibitive costs involved. 

The not-for-profit housing associa¬ 
tion - which plans to redevelop the age¬ 
ing building into a block of "affordable" 
apartments if it can secure a £3.5m 
grant from the Homes & Communities 
Agency - claimed it could cost upwards 
of £2m to open up the premises tem¬ 
porarily and that any such project 
would not be eligible for Government 
funding. 

Managing director Tracy White this 
week told the Star that the arson 
attack had not changed the firm’s stance 
on leaving the building unoccupied 
until redevelopment work starts.

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Council moves to 
secure open land 
after 'information' 



HARLOW Council has secured green 
spaces across the town in a bid to stop trav¬ 
ellers setting up illegal camps. 

According to the authority, action was 
taken after officers received "reliable 
information" from an unnamed source that 
travellers set to be evicted from Dale Farm 
in Basildon were planning on relocating to 
Harlow. 

Potentially vulnerable land located 
across the town has since been secured 
with new locks, gates and ditches and 
workmen have expanded existing trenches 
surrounding Harlow Common to make it 
more difficult for vehicles to access the 
site. Work that hascost the council £2,067. 

Conservative councillor Joel Charles, 
portfolio holder for community and citi¬ 
zenship, said the council would do every¬ 
thing in its power to prevent illegal camps 
from being set up in Harlow. 

"It is important to stress that Harlow 
Council has a positive working relation¬ 
ship with the traveller community," he told 
the Star. 

"However, we have always made it clear 
that we have zero tolerance and will always 
act decisively against illegal traveller 
camps. 

"In recent weeks, the council has been 
assessing potentially vulnerable land and 
securing it with locks, gates and ditches. 

"The work at Harlow Common forms 
part of this and we will continue to review 
our plans as the situation at Dale Farm 
develops." 


A LIVELY litter of rare Saddleback 
pigs is proving to be the perfect oink- 
ment for Pets’ Corner visitors suffering 
from post-summer blues. 

The six little porkers - one girl and five 
boys - were born at the urban zoo in 
Harlow Town Park last week and are 
already causing mischief and mayhem 
for proud mum Duchess. 

The Saddleback is a rare breed of 
domestic pig indigenous to Essex. Black 
in colour with a white band or 
"saddle" from the shoulders onto the 
forelegs, its ancestors were the Anglo- 
Saxon and Norman pigs that once 


foraged the great forests of East Anglia. 
Councillor Joel Charles, portfolio 
holder for community and citizenship, 
told the Star: "We are pleased that 
Pets’ Corner is playing its part in 
keeping the Essex Saddleback pig 
breed alive and well. 

"Children study conservation at school 
and they can apply what they learn in 
the classroom at Pets’ Corner. We’re 
certain the piglets will prove a star 
attraction for visiting school groups!" 
Pets’ Corner is open every day from 
11am until 5pm (last entry 4.45pm), 
except Christmas Day and Boxing Day. 


New park plans 
now on display 


UPDATED plans for the £2.5m 
revamp of Harlow Town Park will be 
available for public scrutiny at a 
major consultation event next week. 

Harlow Council appointed private con¬ 
sultants Lanarca earlier this year to "flesh 
out" a draft masterplan for the planned over¬ 
haul, and the authority is now seeking resi¬ 
dents’ views on the revised proposals. 

Feedback from the consultation - which 
starts tomorrow (Friday) with an exhibition 
in the Harvey Centre - will be used to help 
shape the council’s final bid for project 
funding, due to be submitted to the Heritage 
Lottery Fund’s ‘Parks For People’ project in 
February next year. 

Council leader Andrew Johnson said: 
"Getting through the first round of the 
Heritage Lottery Fund competition was a 
real achievement for Harlow. 

"Now it’s important that as we develop 
the plans these are shaped around what our

residents want. 

"If the lottery bid is approved, this will be 
the first major makeover of the town park 
since it officially opened in 1957." 

Planned improvements to the 164-acre 
park currently include the restoration of 
Spurriers House and the renovation of the 
ageing bandstand, which could herald the 
return of major music events. 

The makeover could also see new foot¬ 
paths laid, signage, access routes and land¬ 
scaping improved and the construction of a 
new cafe and picnic area. 

Pets’ Corner could still be in line for an 
expansion, despite it being one of the seven 
discretionary services the council is cur¬ 
rently trying to offload. According to the 
authority, discussions over a potential 


revamp of the facilities has already taken 
place with several organisations interested 
in taking over the popular attraction. 

Cllr Johnson added: "The town park is 
the one attraction in Harlow that really does 
cater for all ages and interests. 

"It is a much-loved public space, but parts 
of it are showing its age and require invest¬ 
ment to restore key features and revitalising 
- that’s what our plans are about." 

The first consultation exercise takes 
place at the Harvey Centre tomorrow 
(Friday) between 11am and 4pm, and will 
be followed by an exhibition at Pets’ Corner 
running from Saturday until next Sunday 
(October 30). 

The plans will also be available for public 
viewing at Parndon Wood Nature Reserve, 
The Museum Of Harlow, Harlow 
Leisurezone and the Civic Centre.

Booking fee is normal practice 


Sir, Some concerns have been 
expressed regarding the booking 
fees at Harlow Playhouse. 

Let me reassure readers by 
explaining why this has happened, 
and where the money goes. 

It is true that the Playhouse has 
recently introduced a booking fee 
to help sustain its business. In 
doing this, we are like the majority 
of UK venues that host 
productions by touring companies. 
When you buy a ticket for a 
production, most of your money 
goes to the company that is 
touring the show - only a small 
percentage actually goes to the 
venue. 

If we were to add £1 to the price of 
the ticket itself, that would still 


remain the case. 

The vast majority of regional 
theatres are looking for ways to 
earn extra money in what is a very 
tough climate. 

This ranges from hiring out 
rooms, bar sales and increasingly 
the use of booking fees. 

The Playhouse box office charges a 
£1 per ticket booking fee, up to a 
maximum of £10 per transaction, 
though that fee is waived for 
Harlow Playhouse Supporters. 

In the case of the British Legion’s 
hire of Harlow Playhouse on the 
13th November, it's important to 
note that hirers themselves are no 
longer charged for using our box 
office, as this is covered under the 
new booking fee. 


Therefore, hirers of our venue - in 
this case the British Legion - 
receive a larger proportion of 
ticket income than was previously 
available. 

I would also like to take this 
opportunity to congratulate the 
Harlow British Legion for their 
outstanding work all year round. 

I attend the Town Park memorial 
service each year for fallen service 
personnel and I am always 
impressed by the Legion's 
professional handling of the event. 
I hope Harlow Star readers would 
accept that the Playhouse still 
offers a strong range of shows for 
a very competitive price. 

Families and individual theatre¬ 
goers have a limited budget for 


entertaining outings, and we are 
keen to price ourselves 
accordingly. 

We do everything we can to make 
bookings easier at the Playhouse, 
including a revamped website with 
live seat allocation. 

The booking fee is a minor 
addition that makes a major 
difference in helping the Playhouse 
to survive during challenging 
times. 

The Playhouse is at the centre of 
our cultural heritage in Harlow 
and I am working hard to keep it 
that way.

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College wants 
to get young 
people into 
world of work 


HARLOW College is calling on 
youngsters struggling to find 
work to get in touch as part of a 
new initiative to reduce youth 
unemployment in the area. 

With official Government figures 
last week showing that youth

Kirsty Marston (40), an account manag¬ 
er at cable company Unitrunk in Pinnacles, 
was turning into Merring Way when her 
Corsa was smashed into by a lorry coming 
out of the Tesco distribution centre. 

The lorry - which was from an agency 
being used by Tesco - crushed the driver’s 
side, writing off the vehicle and leaving 
Kirsty with severe shock, bruising to her 
ribs and arms, and serious whiplash. 

"As I turned into the industrial site I saw 
the lorry and just knew the trolley bit was 
going to hit my car - there was nothing I 
could do about it," Kirsty explained. 

"It was terrifying - I genuinely feared 
for my life. The car ended up being crushed 
onto me and I ended up in hospital." 

According to Kirsty, who lives in Ware, 
concerns about the dangerous turning have 
been discussed at the industrial site for 


"Everyone knows that that turning has 
been an accident waiting to happen for a 
long time - just unfortunately, it ended up 
involving me. 

"It is completely blind and the lorries 
coming out of that centre just fly out - the 
driver of this one said he didn’t even know 
he’d hit me!" 

"Fortunately I was only driving about 10 
miles an hour, which is why I think I 
escaped alive - but who knows if the next 
person will be so lucky?" 

Kirsty, who says she tried to contact 
Essex County Council after the accident to 
alert them of the blackspot but has had no 
response, is now working with Harlow MP 
Robert Halfon on the campaign. 

"The fact is there desperately needs a 
traffic signal or a stop and go sign at that 
turning to stop a more serious accident 
happening in the future," she said. 

"I had a lucky escape because I was only 
doing a low speed, but I still lost my car 
just because I drove to work that day. It 
isn’t fair and it isn’t right." 

Mr Halfon told the Star he was "very 
concerned" about the turning and had 
urged Essex County Council to make a site 
visit to see what can be done.

AN inspirational Harlow 
mum has set up a support 
group for parents of 
children with Down’s 
Syndrome after her own 
daughter was born with the 
condition.

But having already lost seven 
babies, she decided against 
taking any tests that might have 
put her unborn child at risk.

Cristina, who has two other 
children, said that although it

"There is very little support for 
parents of Down’s Syndrome 
children," Cristina said. 

"People outside of my family 
didn’t know how to react and I 
felt very alone. But after 
speaking to a local health 
visitor, I was put in touch with 
other local mums in the same 
situation and together we set up 
the ‘Upwards with Down’s’ 
group. 

"It has been such a comfort for 
us all to be able to meet and 
discuss any concerns, and in 
particular is lovely to meet older 
children with the condition. 
They are absolutely beautiful 
and it is very reassuring to 
know what to expect with 
Francesca. 

"We have only been running for 
a few weeks but have already 
had specialists in to answer 
questions and are organising 
special sessions like baby 
massage, swimming and sign 


language classes." 

The group, who meet every 
Thursday between 10.30 and 
12.30am at the Tree House Sure 
Start centre on Parnall Road, are 
now keen to make sure that all 
parents with Down’s Syndrome 
children in the area know they 
exist. 

"We have aimed the group 
towards children under the age 
of five - or school age - but 
would welcome any parent with 
older children as well. 

"We would also encourage any 
expectant mothers to come 
along and meet us and the 
children as I am sure it will 
bring them a lot of comfort." 
Cristina added: "Ultimately, it is 
about together ensuring our 
children grow up happy, have 
the same opportunities as 
everyone else and are not 
isolated in life. Even if we only 
help one other person then we 
have done a good job."

F INDING myself sit¬ 
ting in a police van on 
a Friday night is not a 
common occurrence. 

But last weekend, began slight¬ 
ly differently after I joined 
Essex Police on their latest drive 
to tackle illegal drug use in 
Harlow. 

"A few landlords have indicat¬ 
ed that they believe drugs are 
being used in their pubs," oper¬ 
ation leader Sergeant Rob 
Hance said at the initial brief¬ 
ing. 

"So tonight, we are responding 
to those complaints by conduct¬ 
ing Operation Napalm - random 
sniffer-dog led raids across the 
town." 

With a team of more than 20 


people - including uniformed 
and plain-clothed police offi¬ 
cers, Harlow Council staff, 
PCSOs and drug dog handlers 
and their animals from an out¬ 
side agency - we travelled in 
convoy to the evening’s targeted 
venues. 

En route, I was told most land¬ 
lords in Harlow - including 
those of the pubs we were to 
visit - had given permission for 
random raids to be conducted at 
their premises. 

"It is all part of the Safer 
Harlow Partnership and pub 
watch scheme being run in the 
town," communications officer 
Denise Harvey explained. 

"Landlords realise the trouble 
caused as a result of drugs and 
obviously don’t want that kind 
of thing happening on their 
premises. It isn’t about ruining 
people’s nights - it’s about mak¬ 


ing the community a safer 
place." 

A stream of high-visibility 
jackets flowing past the window 
indicated that we had reached 
our first destination. 

Moving swiftly, the team 
secured the premises, moving to 
allocated spots to block any 
exits - including the toilets - 
while the sniffer dogs conducted 
their search. 

The majority of revellers 
responded enthusiastically to 
their surprise guests, many 
amused by the unexpected dis¬ 
turbance and happily co-operat¬ 
ing with the dogs and their han¬ 
dlers. 

But naturally there was the odd 
disgruntled customer unable to 
hold their tongue after a few 
beverages. 

"**** off and jog on," slurred 
one irritated drinker. 

"Some people understandably 
get upset about having their 
Friday night disturbed," Denise 
added, "although most appreci¬ 
ate what we are doing and are 


happy to help." 

But even the most uncoopera¬ 
tive of punters couldn’t fail to 
be impressed by the dogs’ per¬ 
formance. 

Led by their handlers, they rap¬ 
idly explored every nook, cran¬ 
ny, bag and pocket with their 
highly-sensitive noses, standing 
and sitting near any suspicious 
scents or nudging the pocket of 
a person believed to be conceal¬ 
ing drugs. 

It wasn’t long before officers 
were bagging up prospective 
finds and with discarded drugs 
discovered at all four pubs visit¬ 
ed - the Cock Inn, The Shark, 
The Phoenix and The Herald - 
it was clear the evening’s efforts 
had reaped real rewards.

Man acquitted in 
racial abuse case 


A HARLOW man accused of racially 
abusing and assaulting the manager 
of a Harlow fast-food restaurant has 
been acquitted by a jury. 

Mark Smith (22), of Harefield, claimed he 
called Shazad Al-Hassam "trappy", not 
"Paki", during an altercation between the 
two men in Hare Street Springs on February 
8 this year. 

He also denied crushing the 3 3-year-old 
McDonald’s manager in the door of his own 
car. 

Giving evidence, Mr Smith, an engineer, 
told Chelmsford Crown Court he and his 
friends had called a cab from inside The 
Hare pub and had mistaken Mr Al-Hassam’s 
car for their taxi. 

Mr Al-Hassam was sitting in the small 


Suzuki Alto talking with his cousin Abdul 
Salam, who lives on the street, and friend 
Asif Shahzad when Mr Smith knocked on 
the window twice, first to see if it was a taxi 
and then to ask why they were there. 

He told the court he then asked if they 
were drug dealers - a remark that "agitated" 
the driver, who told him to go away. 

Mr Smith continued: "I told him to stop 
being so trappy. I was probably agitated as 
well because of the way he spoke to me. It 
may have come across aggressive." 

He denied he was racially abusive. 

The court heard that when the taxi arrived, 
he and his two friends got in, but one then 
climbed out and went over to the Suzuki, fol¬ 
lowed by Mr Smith. 

"I went over to get him back, to make sure 


nothing went off," he told the court. 

Mr Smith said he put his arm around his 
friend to pull him away, but denied banging 
on the car window, slamming the door or 
assaulting Mr Al-Hassam as the prosecution 
had alleged. 

Mr Al-Hassam had earlier told the court: 
"I stood between the door and the car. Then 
I heard him swearing. He said ‘Paki...’ and 
‘Asian ...’ 

"He took some steps back and he ran to 
me and he pushed the door and crushed me 
in between. The door hit my chest." 

But the jury unanimously found Mr Smith 
not guilty of racially aggravated common 
assault or an alternative offence of common 
assault, and he was discharged from court by 
Judge Charles Gratwicke on Friday.

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Louis comes through tough interview 
process to become MP's apprentice 


A HARLOW College student 
has become the second paid 
apprentice to be taken on by 
local MP Rob Halfon. 

Louis Luck is working 
towards a Level 3 NVQ in 
Business Administration and 
replaces Andy Huckle - who 
last year became the first-ever 
MP’s apprentice - as a part- 
time research assistant in the 
Tory backbencher’s House of 
Commons office. 

Working in Westminster 
three days a week, he will 
return to Harlow College on 
Thursdays to study and 
remain in Harlow on Fridays 
to work in Mr Halfon’s con¬ 
stituency office.

Mr Halfon, an outspoken 
supporter of apprenticeship 
schemes, described Louis as 
an "outstanding individual". 

"Apprenticeships are not 
just about economic efficien¬ 
cy, but about social justice as 
they give young people the 
chance to get on the conveyor 
belt to skills, jobs, and oppor¬ 
tunities," he added.

We have a duty to protect residents 



ANYONE passing Harlow Common 
may have noticed earthmoving work 
going on. 

A closer inspection reveals that this 
work is in fact the restoration of 
ditches and the creation of mounds of 
earth. 

As the Star reported last week, 
Harlow Council has taken this action 
because of information we have 
received that travellers at Dale Farm 
in Basildon may be assessing this 
spot as a potential camp. 

As you'll know, Basildon Council has 
been locked into a legal fight over its 
plans to clear 51 illegal traveller 
pitches from Green belt land. 

I'm not going to dwell on the 
arguments for and against this action, 
which have been exhaustively aired. 
What I am unrepentant about is 
protecting Harlow from any group 
which believes it can pitch up in our 
town and take up residence where it 
has no right to do so. 

The work on Harlow Common - 
designed to stop caravans and cars 
moving on to the land - is part of a 
number of things Harlow Council has 
been doing to secure vulnerable land 
from potential intrusion. 

Does this constitute an anti-traveller 


stance by Harlow Council? 
Absolutely not. 

We have always had good relations 
with the traveller community in 
Harlow, to whom we offer legal 
pitches. 

However, we have also had a zero 
tolerance approach to illegal traveller 
camps. That approach existed long 
before Dale Farm hit the headlines. 
Protecting Harlow's open spaces does 
not mean we are somehow being 
swept up by hysterical anti-traveller 
prejudice. 

No group, whatever its background, 


can claim that illegally occupying 
land is justified by some special 
human rights privilege. 

As I write this column, work to clear 
the illegal traveller pitches at Dale 
Farm is taking place and we don't 
know how this story will end. 

It's possible these protective measures 
in Harlow may ultimately not have 
been needed. 

But residents would be unforgiving if 
the council did not act on the basis of 
reasonable intelligence. 

And that's not a risk I am prepared to 
take on behalf of Harlow. 


Pervert given 
second chance 
to avoid parks

A PERVERT who was banned 
from public parks after being 
convicted of offering a boy £20 
for sex has been given a second 
chance to stay out of prison 
after breaking his court order 
for a second time. 

Wayne Challis (52), of Crown 
Close, Sheering, walked free from 
Chelmsford Crown Court on Friday, 
despite admitting to a second breach 
of a sexual offences prevention order 
imposed in 2009 which bans him 
going into any park where the public 
might be present. 

He had pleaded guilty to entering 
Harlow Town Park between January 
1 and April 4 this year, but denied 


crouching in bushes near public toi¬ 
lets. 

But Judge Anthony Goldstaub 
opted to defer sentencing until next 
year, telling the court he would 
assess then whether Challis was con¬ 
tinuing with his rehabilitation. 

He told the defendant, who he 
called "an intractable case", that if he 
continued to meet his probation offi¬ 
cer, take his medication and did not 
commit any further offences, he 
would not be jailed at the March 30 
hearing. 

But he warned: "If there are any 
further visits to the park, for whatev¬ 
er purpose, you will be brought back 
here immediately and be sent to 
prison." 

The original sexual offences pre¬ 
vention order in March 2009 fol¬ 
lowed Challis’s conviction for caus¬ 


ing or inciting prostitution after 
offering a 15-year-old boy money for 
sexual intercourse. 

Last summer, he was given a 12- 
week suspended prison sentence for 
breaching the order after being 
found trying to hide himself in 
bushes in Pishiobury Park, 
Sawbridgeworth. When arrested, he 
gave a false name. 

Mitigating at Friday's hearing, 
Neil Ross told the court that Challis 
had maintained his contact with pro¬ 
bation and had not returned to either 
park since his latest arrest. 

"He is a rather sad and lonely indi¬ 
vidual and going to the park is one of 
the few things he had," he said. 

"He has very few friends, made 
worse by publicity surrounding his 
actions."

IN 2009, Israeli-born film-maker Oren 
Peli wrote and directed a low-budget, 
supernatural horror at his own house in 
his spare time. Paranormal Activity 
became a box office sensation around 
the world with its deceptively simple 
narrative and grainy camerawork, 
captured by characters as they hunt for 
an evil spirit.

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Virus thriller is 
worth catching 



DIRECTED by the masterful Steven Soderbergh, 
Contagion is a stylish thriller starring Matt Damon, 
Kate Winslet, Jude Law and Gwyneth Paltrow 
which imagines the panic when a deadly new 
virus threatens to become a global epidemic. 

Scott Z Burns’s smart script zigzags from Hong Kong to 
London, Tokyo, Minnesota and beyond, examining the 
reaction of governments, scientists and the public from 
myriad perspectives, unearthing personal dramas in the 
midst of devastating global catastrophe. 

Only once does the film resort to what might be 
considered cheap disaster movie tactics, watching 
nervously as two surgeons peel back the scalp of the 
first victim to examine her brain for signs of the 
infection. Otherwise, Soderbergh shows restraint 
throughout, killing off major cast with little fanfare as the 
virus shows no mercy. 

Beth Emhoff (Paltrow) returns from a business trip in 
Hong Kong with acute flu-like symptoms. Husband 
Mitch (Damon) nurses her and their son Clark (Griffin 
Kane), who is also feeling under the weather. Following 
a seizure, Beth dies. Within hours, Clark is dead too. 
Mitch is rushed into isolation but miraculously seems to 
be immune to the outbreak and is allowed home with 
his daughter, Jory (Anna Jacoby-Heron), who has been 
out of town. 

More cases are reported by an increasingly hysterical 
media and the Centre for Disease Control and 
Prevention dispatches one of its best operatives, Dr Erin

Mears (Winslet), to the Emhoff house in Minneapolis to 
trace the pathogen. Meanwhile, epidemiologist Dr 
Leonora Orantes (Marion Cotillard) from the World 
Health Organisation heads for Hong Kong to see if Beth 
contracted the virus there. 

In a secret laboratory, Dr Ally Hextall (Jennifer Ehle) and 
Dr David Eisenberg (Demetri Martin) try to grow the 
virus, which seems to be derived from pigs and bats, in 
order to engineer an antivirus, with guidance from 
respected academic Dr Ian Sussman (Elliott Gould). 
However, conspiracy theorist blogger Alan Krumwiede 
(Law) thwarts their efforts by spreading misinformation. 
Contagion opens on the second day of the outbreak and 
charts the virus to the point when scientists make a vital 
breakthrough. Tension is palpable from the opening 
frames. 

Damon delivers another terrific performance as a family 
man, unable to stop his loved ones dying in his arms, 
who will do anything to protect his daughter from the 
same grim fate. The emotional pay-off to that particular 
relationship is wonderful. 

Winslet and Ehle are equally impressive and Law sports 
a snaggletooth and an Australian accent as the agent 
provocateur, who cynically believes the lethal strain 
could end the recession for pharmaceutical companies. 
A-tissue, a-tissue, we all fall down.
